Dr. Herrick Johnson on the Result. 

The following interview with Dr. Herrick 
Johnson was given out for publication here 
this evening: 

My judgment is that the sentehce, whatever it 
is, will be accepted by the church, after the pito- 
test from some parts of it as to the constitutional 
questions involved, and from other parts of the 
church as to the severity of the sentence. 

While it unquestionably settles all the con- 
stitutional questions that have been raised in the 
progress of the trial, so far as the decision of the 
Supreme Court can settle them, it will not 
satisfy or give rest to the church concerning 
these constitutional questions, suchyas the stand 
ing of a committee of prosecutian, the power gi ven 
this committee so as to make it independent of 
the presbytery in the prosecution of trials fot 
heresy through the respective courts. It will 
tend to increase the hesitation upon the part of 
presbyteries to enter upon a trail for heresy in 
view of the fact that this decision of the consti- 
tutional question will make a presbytery slow to 


-appoint a committee whose powers will besu- 


preme and transcend its own. It will be regarded 


swiftly and ‘changed color with every revolu- 
tion.

Providing More Seats.

There will still be wide unrest with respect to 
some important questions involved in the trial. 
Among others that which seems to have deter- 
mined the inerrancy of the original autograph 
scriptures, determination concerning which will 
not be accepted, will be looked upon as the dec- 
_laration of a new doctrine, and is beyond the 
power of the assembly to declare. But undoubt- 
edly by the great majority of the church there 
will be no challenge of the finding of the court as 
it respects the guiltof the party chan ed with 
certain contraventions of the confessional doc- 
trine. I do not think that it will lead to schism 
in the churches either in the chyrch at large or in 
special localities. There may possibly be indi- 

‘vidual withdrawals, though I doubt much 
| whether any minister will withdraw from our 
union on account of the verdict as rendered by 
this assembly. 

The Rev. John Dickson, Chairman of the 
Committee on Theological Seminaries, gub- 
mitted the report of that committee.

Wants Preserved Smith Ousted.

rule applying to all bonded warehouses. It is 
now the only government warehouse in the 
country where a lien on goods would not be 
accepted as security for freight charges Al 
foreign freight consignments on which the 
charges have not been paid cannot enter 
Jackson Park. These 100 consignments that 
are now held will no doubt be sent to some 
bonded warehouse in the city, where they 
will remain until the con ignor or consignee 
pays the freight.

THE ONE JUDGE SYSTEM ABANDOMRD. 

Mr. John Boyd Thacher has been forced to 
beat a retreat from the self-opinionated posi- 
tion he has occupied so long and a serious 
disaster to the Fair has been avérted by the 
abatement of his one judge system of awards. 
With phenomenal audacity he still claims that 
the system although modified remains the 
same, which may be a sop to his wounded 
pride, but that is Df little account and if that 
claim is of any consolation to him of course 
he is welcome to it. It still remains, how- 
ever, that the point demanded by the foreign 
Commissioners has been concefied. At the 
meeting of the Special Committee of Foreign 
Commissioners Wednesday Mr. Thacher an- 
nounced that they could have juries to pass 
upon their exhibits instead of compelling 


system. This is a direct concession of the 
| main point at issue and Mr. Thacher must be 
| held to it. He is still holding out on some 
minor points, but these probably can be set- 
tled without danger to the "Fair. The princi- 
pal point is the substitution of the Jury system 
for the one judge system. 

The settlement of this question even in part 
has come not a day too soon. A dispatch 
from Paris says that the refusal of the Pair 
managers to appoint an international jury on 
awards is the subject of much adverse com- 
ment. That comment will grow all the more 
adverse when it is known that the French ex- 
hibit has been withdrawn unconditionally 
from examination and that the Commissioner 
has left the city en route for home. Under 
these circumstances it simply is imperative 
that representations should be made to the 
French authorities to the effect that no af- 
front was intended and that ample and com- 
plete justice shall be awarded to their exhib- 
iters.

110,000 incandescent lamps, and the power 
is applied in ways not dreamed of only tour 
years ago. Perhaps the most attractive’ 
concentration of force was the great prismatic 
bulb crowning a pillar of firemore than eighty | 
feet high, and built up froma circular pa- 
villon in the center of the Electrical Building. 

That bulb, four feet in diameter, shaped on 


the plan of the now common incandescent 
lamp, contains no less than 30,000 glass 


prisms, each carefully adjusted to its place, 
so that when a’ light of 500 candle-power is 
turted on from within it shall aid in produc- 
ing the grand effect which baffles description. 


‘It is said that eight men were engaged during 
five weeks in putting these little prisms into 


place. But the pillar itself on which this 
bulb reats isa wonder, the most perplexing’ 


effects being produced by electrical currents 


passing over its surface and ann out at 
intervals into flame. 

The display of the evening inéluded light- 
ning evolved by the hand of man, running up 
acolumn of changing hues, andthente merg- 
ing into a steadier light; an automatic pencil 
that seemed to write letters of living fire and 
the most brilliant: effects in coloring; while 
everywhere was a flood of light, here soft, 
there brilliant, in some places concentrated, 
in others diffused. The tout ensemble was one 
of fact as far surpassing in grandeur the pal- 
ace which the imagination of an Oriental 
writer conjured up for Aladdin as that ex- 
ceeded the fitfully illuminated tent of the 
humble wanderer in the Arabian desert. It 
was a masterly exhibit of the triumph which 
mind hasin these later days achieved over 
matter, of the. way in which man has har- 
nessed the most occult forces of nature to his 
chariot and forced it into more prosaic service 
in his workshop to do his thighty will. 

Hardly could the dullest observer retire 
from witnessing the magnificent display of 
last evening without asking himself if so much 
has been accomplished within the short span 
of his lifetime, what of the future? How vast- 
ly must the character of our civilization be 
changed by further discoveries in this field of 
effort and the complete application of princi-. 
ples already known to practical use? When 
every drop of the water coursing over the 
Falls of Niagara and that forming countless 
minor streams, the rise and fall of the ocean 
tides, and perhaps even the descending rain- 
drops have the force of their motion trans- 
formed into electricity, what a vast source of 
power will beat the service of man without 
the necessity of minmg and burning fuel. 
When that force is made not only to drive our 
machines in the factories and workshops and 
vehicles on the railroads and streets, and as a 
universal illuminant, but also to warm our 
buildings and.cook our food, when electricity 
shall not only ramify through all the indus- 
tries but be applied equally to the comforts 
of home life, surely there must have been ef- 
fected a revolution from existing condi 
and this so vast that the mind fails to 
the possibilities of change that may be. 
probably will be, caused by the further appli- 
cation of electric force to the uses of man. 


Last month a bill was introduced in the

Subse- 
quently, becoming satisfied that that law was 
not meant toapply to elevated railroads, a 
new organization was effected under another 
and more appropriate law, and the new com- 
pany bought out the old.one—a mere formal 
transference. The pending bill is designed to 
cure any possible irregularity connected with 
this transfer, which was not sanctioned ex- 
pressly by any existing law. An amendment 
to the bill also has been drafted, which states 
specifically that nothing in it shall be con- 
strued to repeal the present law as to the coti- 
sent of frontage-owners. With the above ex- 
planations and with this amendment there is 
no reason Why there should be an dbjection 
raised to the passage of this measure, which 
is intended to change nothing in existing 
laws, but merely to remove a sort of technical 
cloud on the title of one road, 


Mr. None deserves credit for his persever
